Applicants offer the following comments in response to the Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance set forth on page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowability (dated April 15, 2004). 

The Reasons for Allowance incorrectly paraphrase claim 1. For example, , 
claim 1 does not indicate that the support motor is capable of being driven "in 
time with the main motor." At least in this regard, the Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance should not in any way effect claim 1 as this claim should be 
construed only based upon limitations present therein.
